Call to Order:

Approval of Minutes from April 8, 2019 meeting:

Meeting began with a discussion of action items and discussion of the minutes from the April 8t
meeting.

By voice vote,
motion to approve minutes passed unanimously.

Financial Report: as of 6/30/19 (see attached)

Renee’ Iverson presented the DOl and DHW combined report. The report reflects both the final
2018/FY2019 period and the beginning of 2019/FY2020 period

e Department of Insurance and Health & Welfare accounting match.



100% of DOI and Health & Welfare funds received through the immunization program are used
for vaccines. Both agencies absorb the costs of administering the immunization program.
Total assessments collected for 2018/SFY2019 -- $15,773,182.

Assessments collected for the beginning of 2019/SFY2020 -- $8,647,437.

As of 7/2/19, five (5) payments are pending with reminders sent on 6/20/19; two (2) paying
quarterly; three (3) payments pending adjustments.

Receipts are $299,300 lower than anticipated due to survey adjustments. A carryover of
$6,976,145 from 2018/SFY2019 into 20198/SFY2020 was higher than anticipated.

By voice
vote, motion to approve financial reports passed unanimously.

Old Business:

Review of Plan of Operation - will be carried forward to next meeting.

New Business:

Flu Vaccines administered by pharmacists — Dr. Christine Hahn reported on data gathered and
compiled by the Department of Health and Welfare.

1. Vaccines through the immunization assessment program are based on the number of
children reported by providers. It does not include vaccinations that may be administered by
non-participating sources, such as pharmacies.

2. Vaccines administered by pharmacies as reported to Idaho’s Immunization Reminder
Information System (IRIS), the total number of vaccinations provided by pharmacies in
SFY2018 was significantly less than the previous year. More specifically for influenza
SFY2017 — 4,343 compared to SFY208 — 2,728. (see attached).

3. There were 271 pharmacies identified in the query. Of them, 201 (74%) pharmacy’s have
actively reported. 34 (16%) were large pharmaceutical conglomerates. There is at least one
major pharmacy provider that has not yet updated the data for the 2018 time period. There
are several efforts to work with the pharmacies to update the data for the 2018 time period.
Further analysis will be completed and reported in future meetings.

4. Other system updates and changes have also affected the accuracy of the data.

5. Department of Health and Welfare will inquire how other states that have immunization
programs are tracking the delivery of vaccines by pharmacies.



6. Department of Health and Welfare will continue to obtain data and provide updated reports
at future board meetings.

7. Though the data is incomplete for 2018, it is evident the flu vaccine is the most frequently
administered vaccine and that the total volume is very small compared to the entirety of the
state program.

2. Professional Risk & Asset Management (PRAM) Insurance reduce by 2,013 lives due to data
error.

3. Blue Cross of Idaho reduce by 710 lives due to duplicate reporting.

4. University of Utah Health Insurance Plans reduce by 3,350 lives due to both data error and
duplicate reporting.
